The Dry Dock, 

The pu^joctof the construction of a 
Dry Dock ut Esquimau, as one of tho 
stipulutcd conditions of Confederation, 
is one which appeara to demand bu- 
promo attention at tho present roomont. 
As tha reader will know, tho Dominion 
Cabinet has agreed to guarantee intor- 
eat at tho rato of five per cent upon 
the sum of one hundred thousand 
pounds sterling, for a period of ton 
years after tho completion of the Dock. 
It is opeu to question whether or not 
the sum named would provo adequuto 
for the undertaking Tho oost of the 
work would, of course, greatly depend 
upon its character, tho size and capaei- 
ty of tho Dook, and tho nature of the 
material employ od in its construction,— 
conditions upon tho discussion of which 
we do not care specifically to enter at 
the present time. It may bo remarked, 
however, that, in order to moot tho 
■wants of tho D jminijn on the Pacific, 
it would appoar to bo esaontiul that tho 
Dook should bo of such capacity as to 
recoivo tho largest class of Vessels, and 
composed of buch durable and Bubstau 
tial material as would befit an impor- 
tant national structure In truth, it is 
to bo questioned whether the Govern- 
ment would be justified in extending the 
necessary iruarnuti e to any other. hi- 
deod, the Terms sent to Ottawa requir- 
ed 'A first claiH Graving Duck,' nud the 
Terms which came from Ottawa wore 
notdifferout in that respeot, Proceed- 
ing upon this hypothesis it may well 
be questioned whether the stipulated 
guarantee covets a sum sufficient for 
tho undertaking. It may be remarked 
that, in naming tho amount tbo locul 
Legislature) wan by uo means insensible 
to the fact that it might fall considera- 
bly short of completing the Dack. It 
was believed, however, that a guaruntno 
for a fum which would without doubt 
represent tho major portion of the 
expenditure would prove BUfSoient 
to induce a company to undertake tho 
work. At the s:imo time, it was 
admitted that, in order to be sue 
ceseful, thir undertaking must lutvo the 
goodwill, if not the active co-operation 
and assistance, of tho Admiraliiy; and 
it was, moreover, distinctly understood 
that a loau of twonty thousand pound* 
Sterling could be reckoned upo 1 from that 
quarter. P. >< :ediug to consider tho 
element of time, it is proper to state 
that tho idea of limiting tho guarantee 
tua poriod of ten years, dating trom tho 
oomplotion of the b rJOluro, did not 
originate in this colony, although it 
would appoar to have obtained tho 
concurrence of tho Delegates who, with 
no little ability, represented British 
Columbia at Ottawa. It is difficult to sue 
how tho guaranteed inte'c3t could take 
effect before the completio ) of tho work; 
yet thoto would appear to be no iusup- 
erablo difficulty in the way of extending 
the guarunf 3 over such a period us will 
meet tbo reasonable expectations cf 
English capitalist*. That tho ten years 
gurantco does not rxeci tho reasonubie 
expectations of English capitalists would 
appear to have been already ascertained 
— a discovery scarcely likely to BOrprise 
the reflecting mind. To . yeara consti- 
tutes but a short period in which a 
work cfBuoh magnitude, uud bo largely 
dependent upou future development, 
may become self •sustaining. The guar- 
antee is for five per teut. interest on the 
on*lay. Dot us pcisume that the limit 
often years has been based upon the 
belief that at the expiration of that pe- 
riod tho rovenuos derived from tbo Dock 
would be equivalent to the interest. If 
euch be tho belief of the Dominion 
GovcrnJiont — and it would not appear 
to be altogether u.i ousotiable— there need 
bo tho lesi hesi :uion in extending ttio 
guarant; • over a longer period , say, 
twenty or, it need be, thirty years ; lor 
it should be remembered mat tho inter- 
est is only guaranteed, uol necessarily 
paid. That is to suy, if the Dock pays 
the iuieroit the Government will not. 
The position would, therefore, appear 
to be this :— The Dominion Cabinet 
believe that the Dock would yield five 
per cent dividends in ten years Otter 
completion. English capitalists, taking 
a somewhat lo-s sanguine view of ro 
suite, ami, doubtless, having regard to 
tbo probable inadequacy of the sum 
covered by the guarantee, hesitate to 
undertake tho work unless tho period 
during which their returns are to ho as- 
sured shall have beet) considerab'y ex- 
tended. As has been intimated, ttie guarantee, 
only involves tho payment by the Dominion 
Govorment of any deficiency in tho roveuues 
from the Dook nocetaury to makeup tho tivo 
per oent.; and if, as it would upiiuai, the 
Cphinet ut Oitawa boliuvo that ut the expi- 
ration of too years tho Dock would yield 
roturnB equivalent to live per oont. upon tho 
ipociOud nam ol one hundred tbdBBBDd 
pounda. there ueed bo the Urns hesitation in 
extending the period to twenty years. Now 
ia the crux of our subject reached. How is 
Iho mat'er to be arranged without opening 
no the Terms, and thereby endangering of 
delaying Confederation ? The Deok mu.t 
be built. It mull be built without delay, that 

it is bona fide tho intention ol the Dominion 
Government that it shall be built, wa are 
hound to believe. Are wo to acoept the 
Terms without a qaeatlon.Uaeting to the bom 
fidei of tho Don iolon Government to make 
euy extension which may alterwuida bo 
found necessary iu ordor lo inducing an 
BoKlisb company lo undertake lot oonsirnc- 
tion of the Dock 1 Or sbsll the Governor 
berequcmod to ascertain whether the Cana- 
dian Government will agree to meet the 
fresh difficulty 1 For our pwn| part, wo do 
not besitate to express Im.pl cit ■jonfidence la 
tho uood faith ol Uie Domioion government, 
y, if in oomWeration of those who may be
